On Sunday, June 30,1G7C, while- tin 


Inhabitant* of Swansea, not far from 
Plymouth, were at church, Philip and 
his band swept down upon the town.

Next Philip 
attacked the town of Hadley, but was 
beaten back. It Is said, through the 
generalship ot n mysterious wblto- 
halred man (supposed to William 
Qoffe, the regicide), who rallied the 
colonists to R bravo defense.

afterward, at tho battle ot Bloody 
Brook, Philip's men slew seventy-three 
Puritan soldiers. But while the In- 
diana wi>ro Bcalplng their victims Eng- 
lish reinforcements came up and 
routed them. Philip l«d Ills murder- 
OUB Baviiges through the, Connecticut 
valley, leaving ruin, death and desola- 
tion In ftls path, burning and sacking 
Sprlngfrild, Northflold and Brookflold.

The. colonists, however,' rallied gal- 


lantly,' nearly exterminated his allies, 
the Narragansetts, and. at last cooped 
Philip and'his remaining1 follower*.

They 
captdred his wlte and'little, ion and 
nold them into slavery In the West In- 
dies. Such of his valiant followers as 
they caught they also sold •* slaves. 
Of tho great tribes of the Pokanoketa 
and Narragansett* combined, less than 
150 persons were loft alive. Philip, 
with s. mere handful of men, hid In a 
marsh near tho village wherp he had 
'onco reigned as king.

So safely was ho hidden that-the 


pursuing colonists could not find him. 
Then It was tbat an' Indian whoso, 
brother. Philip had. put to death of- 
fered to guide tho soldiers to the 
fugitive "king's" headquarters.

'troops burst In' upon Philip's llttlo 
band at dead of night, on August 12, 
1676. Their Indian guide, obeying the 
vengeance law of tho."next of kin," 
shot Philip dead. Tbo slain sachem's 
body was cut to pieces by the Ens- 
ll»h and bin severed hoafl carried In 
triumph on a polo to Plymouth.
